The present patent application contains 105 claims, 31 of which are 
ndependent. Of these. 13 are method claims, the »*«nainder are.apparatMs 
cateSory claims. There 1s no subject-matter common to all the independent 
claims. The general theme of the application appears to be that of 
generating and processing geographic data in order to display these data 
on the disDlav screens of mobile devices. This, however, is already known 
f?om the pfiS? art see i.S. eB-A-236a588 (YEOMAN GROUP PLC). 26-09-2001. 
Moreover, the majority of independent claims are phrased extremely 
broadly and do not even featHre the context of this general theme. 
In view of the large number and also the wording of the claims presently 
on file, which render It difficult, if not impossible, to determine the 
matter for which protection Is sought, the present application fails to 
comply with the clarity and/or conciseness requirements of Article 6 PCT 
(sSe Jlso Rule 6.1(a) PCT) to such an extent that a meanlngfMl search is 
inpossible. consequently, no search report can be established for the 
present application.
